Wooster at- 
tending a banquet of the Soua of Vet- 
erans, when a message from Captain 
Leonard 
reached him 
saying

Sheriff MoLain wanted help. The gov- 
ernor did not regard this message as 
from a proper source. 
At 11:46 he got 


MoLain by telephone. 
MoLain said 


he had forty men, and the governor 
said he thought that would be enough. 
McLain said he would do the best he 
could, but the poblio sentiment was 
against him. 
The governor replied he 


had nothing to do with public senti- 
ment. His duty was to obey the law. 
The sherifi did not ask for help until 8 
a. m., after the shooting. 
The gover- 


nor then called out the 
Springfield 


troops. 


Gov. Bnshnell, by telephone, ordered 


Capt. Bradbury to report to McLain 
with hia company. 
At the same time 


he notified McLaiu that 
Bradbury 


would reaoh Urbana 
about 7 a. m. 


Ool. Anthony told the governor that 
McLain told him that Bradbury re- 
ported to him and talked with him and 
was directed by the sheriff to return to 
the train or to Springfield, and that 
thee troops did return to the train. The 
lynching occurred not more than thirty 
minutes later. 
Adjutant General Ax- 


line says the mayor of Urbana tele- 
phoned him that the governor and the 
troops were in no way to blame. 
If 


anyone was to blame it was the sheriff 
and himself. 
The mayor further said 


there was ample authority for firing 
by the troops at 2 :30 a. m. 


until the time o£ the lynching. When 
the first attack was made on the jail, 
a dozen men mounted the rear step of 
the jail and two of them used sledge 
hammers on the doors. The local mil- 
itia company was under arms on the 
Inside with Sheriff 
McLain and 
his 


deputies. Captain George W. Leonard 
then stepped out and said: "I will give 
yon three minutes to disperse. If you 
do not do so, I must fire." The crowd 
generally believed that Sheriff McLain 
had then already ordered the troops to 
fire and they dispersed. But when the 
attack^ was renewed on the rear door 
of the jail with sledge hammers, the 
firing took place and the crowd dis- 
persed, 
leaving 
their 
dead 
and 


wounded. 


It was after 3 o'clock when Sheriff 


McLain telegraphed Governor Bnshnell 
at Wooster, 0., that a mob had at- 
tacked the jail, that he had opened 
fire, that his force was inadequate and 
that assistance was needed at once. 
Governor Bnshnell had the Springfield 
company here early. 


It is believed that there will he a 


thorough investigation in the action of 
the mayor as well as the action of the 
sheriff and the military officers.

Company's weekly review of trade 
says: The statement of failures in 
May by branches of business gives 
much encouragement.

defaulting liabilities the smallest since 
September, 1895; in manufacturing lia- 
bilities the smallest since November, 
1895, and in trading liabilities, the 
smallest since September, except the 
last month, 1894. 


Failures of general stores have not 


been as small in any month as in May, 
1897; in only two months out of 36 
have there been smaller failures 
In 


boots and hats, only five In groceries, 
and not one trading class in that 
month has reported failures larger than 
In half the preceding months, thouga" 
in furniture failures are rather numer- 
ous. 


In clothing manufacture the month 


was the smallest except four out of 36 
except five In chemicals, six in woolen 
goods, seven In machinery, lumber and 
cecded the average only in Iron and 
cotton goods -and earthenware, owing 
to a few failures of exceptional 
size. 


Nobody can mistake the meaning of 
such returns.

temporary depression in prices, the 
volume of business now transacted is 
now larger than in 1892—the year of 
greatest prosperity—has been ques- 
tioned by some.

able similarity to the course of prices 
in the earlier months of 1879, when the 
most wonderful advance in production 
and prices ever known in this or any 
other country was close at hand.

sive production of some goods in ad- 
vance of an expected increase in de- 
mand. So In 1879 consumption gradu- 
ually gained, month by month, until 
suddenly It was found that the demand 
was greater than the possible supply.

Becomes of Ships Which Sink to 


the Bottom of the Sea. 


What becomes of the ship that sinks 


n midocean? If it is of wood, it takes, 
n the first place, considerable time for 
t, to reach the bottom. In 100 or more 
'athoms of water a quarter of an hour 
vill elapse before the ship reaches bot- 
oin. It sinks slowly, and, when the bot- 
;om ia reached, it falls gently into the 
soft, oozy bed, with no crash or break- 
ug. 


Of course, if it ia laden with pig iron 


or corresponding substances, or if it is 
au iron ship, it sinks rapidly and some- 
times strikes the bottom with such force 
as to smash in pieces. 
Once sunken, a 


ship becomes tbe proy of the countless 
inhabitants of the ocean. 


They swarm over and through the 


great boat and make it their home. Be- 
sides this they cover every inch of the 
boat with a thick layer of lime. This 
takes time, of course, and when one 
generation dies another continues the 
work, until finally the ship is so laden 
with heavy incrustations, corals, sponges 
and barnacles that, if wood, the creak- 
ing timbers fall apart and slowly but 
surely are absorbed in the waste at the 
eea bottom. 


Iron vessels are demolished more 


quickly than those of wood, which may 
last for centuries. The only metals that 
withstand the chemical action of the 
waves are gold and platinum, and glass 
also seems unaffected. 
No matter how 


long gold may be hidden in the ocean, 
it will always be gold when recovered, 
and this fact explains the many roman- 
tic and adventurous searches after hid- 
den submarine treasures lost in ship- 
wrecks.—Exchange.

lishes tins week the results of an im- 
portant statistical 
investigation' con- 


cerning business failures in 
various 


lines of trade. 


It covers the last three years and the 


cummary of its results presents the to- 
tal number of failures in lines of busi- 
ness in which there were ten or more' 
I anucUiy during the three years named. 


Purely 
commercial 
enterprises, 


wholesale and retail nre seen to fur- 
nish 70 per cent of the business fail- 
ures each year and manufacturing em- 
barrassments about 20 per cent. 


Out of the increase of neany 2,100 


failures in 1896 compared with 
1895, 


1,135, or more than one half, were of 
retail commercial concerns. 


The counting of the total number of 


individuals, firms and corporations in 
business in 37 groups of the more im- 
portant lines of trade is an unprece- 
dented work. This record shows that 
in 1896, 77 out o'f every 1,000 clothing 
concerns and 51 out of every 1,000 bi- 
cycle houses failed in business, the two 
largest commercial mortality last-year 


The rate throughout the country, in 


all lines, last year was 14 commercial 
deaths out of every 1,000 in business. 
Commercial failures were 
relatively 


most numerous after the 
two lines 


specified, among manufacturers of or 
dealers in hats, furniture, 
glassware,

This increase would give a duty of 9 


cents on first class wool, 10 cents on 
second and 5 cents on the lower qual- 
ity of third class wool. They are also 
hopeful that the dividing line in third 
rate wools can be lowered to 9 cents. 


Senator Warner is among those who 


expressed the opinion that this conces- 
sion will be made and he says that if 
the changes are ordered, the schedule 
will be fairly satisfactory to the wool 
interests.
